The Department has completed its investigation into your complaint concerning the possible 
misuse of a pesticide. During this inspection, the Department's representative could not 
confirm that your dead bees were due to a pesticide application. Metribuzin, an active 
ingredient in a product applied nearby, .was not detected via laboratory analysis of dead bees. 
The product labels from all of the pesticides applied did not contain any restrictions on their 
use due to concerns with honeybees. If the products were toxic to honeybees, the labels 
would have indicated that fact. Evidence linking the death of your bees to the pesticide 
application could not be verified. 

Since the Department is unable to prove that a pesticide misuse occurred, we are unable to 
pursue an enforcement action under the Hlinois Pesticide Act.

ADVISORY LETTER 



Illinois Pesticide Act

Dear Mr. Conklen: 

This letter is a formal advisory that you have violated Section 14(1)(D) of the Illinois Pesticide Act 
(415 ILCS 60/14(l)(D)) in that you applied the pesticide Hero in violation of the label directions. 

On August 1, 201 1, a representative of the Illinois Department of Agriculture conducted an 
investigation near Morrison, Illinois concerning the possible misuse of a pesticide. The 
Department's investigation has revealed that the pesticide was applied contrary to label directions. 
The label for Hero states: "This product is highly toxic to bees exposed to direct treatment or 
residues on blooming crops or weeds. Do not apply this product . . . to blooming crops if bees are 
visiting the treatment area. " An application of Hero was made mid-day while bees from a 
neighboring apiary were out foraging. 

This advisory letter will remain on file with the Department for three years and will be utilized in the 
assessing of points for any future violations of the Illinois Pesticide Act (415 ILCS 60/1 et seq.). If 
future violations are found, appropriate action will be taken as authorized by the aforementioned 
Act. Pursuant to the Department's Administrative Rules (8 111. Admin. Code 1 .200 et seq.\ you have 
the right to appeal the issuance of this Advisory Letter by filing a petition with the Director of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture within 30 days of receipt of this letter.
